New York. Jun. 14. W. A. Abrams, 
u flroumn «»f n passenger tmin on the 
Now York railroad. was working hi*» 
coni into the tender of the engine noon 
uflor leaving Kina atation yesterday, 
when h* noticed an u nun uni swaying of 
Ui» engine. and nmliaod that the engine 
wan making unwonted spe«d.

With u 
tilnulo fraek befotv tlntn and the train 
hi spring v nll**y menacing them In 
front, there mu no time for hesitation, 
'rin* fireman sprung or or the holler, clos¬ 
ed the throttle itud whlRlfil for brake*. 

When the train at ran to n standstill the 
other trainmen gutherod in the cwb nud 
did whnt they could to revive the engin- 
iM*r. Another engineer wo* lecttrod ut 
Hlllalde. Who tnpk charge of the engine. 
Iitit scarcely hntl he got the train tinder 
full headway when Nicholson. partially 
recovering from hia tit, aprang to hi* 
feet and forced Ilia way to hia poat. 
There wus 11 wild wreath* for poaMwalon. 
in which the fireman nud the new engin- 1 
ver took part agaluat the freintietl man. 
who dung to the throttle valve with the 
strength and tenacity of a maniac. 
Again the whittle Mounded. Two train 
men eliiuhed over the hack of the tender 
and took part lit the ntrnggle. hut it w«* 
some time before the combined strength 
of the four wan able to prevail against 
the determine*! man.

Of thi# consolidated fuel three 
cubic feet are said to be the equivalent 
of a ton of bituminon# eoal. 

Whether this invention shall prove to
